them here to guard our readers against 
any mistake that might canse them 
to lose the amount of money they 
would save by such exemption. 
They 
are as follow s: 
The affidavit [for such 
exemption 
must be made after March first and be­ 
fore May first. 
The asensor has nothing whatever 
to do with this exemption and is not 
authorized to 
swear anyone to an 
affidavit for such exemption. 
There cannot be 
an exemjd.on of 
more than $700 to any one person, no 
matter how many mortgages or how 
mncli property. 
Firm s, 
corporations 
and partner­ 
ships are not entitled to any exemp­ 
tion. 
Improvements on real estate are part 
of the real estate if of a permanent 
nature. 
No more than one halt the valuation 
as shown by the tax dncpliate will be 
deducted in any case. 
One joint owner or one heir cannot 
vicm itv that if the roof had make an affidavit for another. 
A guardian can uiake an affidavit 
for his ward. 
A husband and wife mav each claim 
exemption on separate proj*erties.

C. Starr, h ead of th e ex ecutiv e com- 
r,It tee, h av e just returned from Wash ­ 
ington and probably will not return 
for th e Inaugural ceremonies. 
Gov ­ 
ernor Hanly will not h e able to get 
away because of th e press of busi­ 
ness attendant upon th e close of th e 
legislature and most of th e state offi 
dials will h e h eld h ere by th e same 
reason. 
A special train for Elev enth 
district politicians will be made up 
at Marion nex t Th ursday and one 
company 
of 
th e 
Indiana 
National 
Guard will represent th at body but 
th ere will be no special parade of 
Indiana 
men. 
Vice-President-elect 
Fairbanks and family will return to 
Indianapolis as soon after th e inaug­ 
uration as possible to spend th e sum­ 
mer h ere. 


Gov ernor Hanly will appoint th e 
railway commission sh ortly after th e 
adjournment of th e legislature. 
As 
th e positions pay $4,000 a y ear th ere 
is a h ost of applicants. It may be stat­ 
ed h ere, h owev er, th at th e applicants 
wh o want to be fav orably considered 
h ad better not try to bring pressure 
on th e gov ernor. 
He is not th e kind 
of a man to stand for th at sort of 
th ing. 
He will make up th e com­ 
mission acccording to h is own best 
Judgment and not to th e wish es of 
th e politicians or to th ose wh o feel 
th ey h av e r m c particular influence 
with h im. 
It is probable th at h e h as 
already made up h is mind in th e mat­ 
ter 
It is being predicted th at h e will 
appoint men of h igh ch aracter and 
th at th e personnel of th e commission 
will be a complete surprise to th e 
men wh o are figuring on landing pos­ 
itions. 
Th e h ill now contains no pro­ 
v isions as to h ow th e commission 
sh all be constituted wh ich is especi­ 
ally pleasing to th e gov ernor as it 
leav es h im untrammeled in making 
th e appointments.
